Supreme court decisions, Interstate commerce commission re- 
ports, etc., are published in full and will be valuable to lawyers, 
bankers and business men. A daily list of government docu- 
ments is given and a summary of all congressional debate and of 
the work of departments as well. It will be indexed daily, weekly 
and yearly, and, judging from its program and from early copies, 
it will be a useful tool in every public library which can afford a 
subscription. 


NDER the general title “Novels too good to miss,” Mr. 

F. K. W. Drury, assistant librarian, Brown university, has 
compiled twelve lists arranged under various headings such as, 
“Tales of the British Isles,” “Tales from the two Americas,” 
“All-night thrillers,” “Social studies,” “Love romances,” “Family 
novels,” and “Character studies.” Most of the books selected are 
old ones that have stood the test of time and it is good to have 
them brought again to attention. Some recent titles are included, 
however. Excellent annotations so give the flavor of the book 
that even if one has already read it he is anxious to repeat the 
pleasure. These lists are published by the H. W. Wilson com- 
pany for ten cents each, or the set of twelve for thirty-five cents.
